NOTE: The terminology "functional derivative" requires new consideration and does not appear to have support in the 
specification and is not defined by the specification. The terminology is unclear in definition and would necessitate rejection under 35 
USC 112 1st and 2nd paragraphs. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Those arguments that rely on the proposed amendments 
are moot since the amendment has not been entered. The specific aspect of the written description rejection with respect to a "reduced 
capacity" to undergo spermatogenesis is argued without relying on claim amendments. However, the arguments are not persuasive (see 
page 6 of Applicant's' response). The specification does not describe the claimed mouse having a reduced capacity for spermatogenesis 
in such a way as to demonstrate possession wherein the reduced capacity is to any degree other than a complete incapacity. While 
Applicants do not have to reduce the claimed invention to practice, the specification must provide adequate description to demonstrate 
possession by way of providing a means of overcoming the unpredictability associated with phenotype of transgenic animals. 
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
